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Local business 
owner indicted 
by grand jury

n Agawam business owner was indicted 
At week following a criminal investiga- 

tion into a sewage-break in the town of 
Agawam in March. 

On Wednesday, Aug. 10, the Hampden County 
Grand Jury returned a three-count indictment charging 
30-year-old Joseph O’ Malley of West Brookfield with viola- 
tions of the Massachusetts Wetlands Protection Act and the 
Massachusetts Clean Water Act as well as injury to real or 
personal property of the town of Agawam. 

ed ia According to a statement released 
Aug. 11 by Hampden County Dis- 
trict Attorney Mark G. Mastroianni, 
the indictment alleges that O’ Malley, 
owner of Extreme Paintball in Aga- 
wam, had been using an excavator 
in protected wetlands on property 
on Meadow Street not owned by 
him, but bordering his business. He 
reportedly struck a sewer line while 
digging in the wetland in an effort 
to curb water runoff onto his prop- 
erty, damaging it and causing a seri- 
ous leak of sewage into the ground. 

Roughly 720,000 gallons of raw 
sewage had accumulated on the 
ground, which “led to an emergen- 
cy public health and environmental 
hazard that continued for several 
days resulting in considerable ex- 
pense for the town of Agawam in clean-up and repair ef- 
forts,” the release states. 

Local officials learned of the break — at a line that con-

AGAWAM - “This is our baby, and she’s wonderful,’ J. 
Emil Coté says proudly of a new arrival to his family that 
turned one-year old this month. 

Coté beams with the pride of a new father whenever he 
talks about his “baby”: a white 2010 Ford Transit Connect 
XLT van. The president of the Friends of Agawam Senior 
Center was instrumental in helping the senior center acquire 
the new van that hit the road last year. 

Coté and Joan Linnehan, executive director of the Aga- 
wam Council on Aging (COA), which oversees and operates 
the town’s senior center, started looking last summer for a 
van to replace the center’s aging bus. Their goal: a smaller, 
more economical van for regular transportation services. 

The Transit is meeting — and exceeding — expectations. 
“Tt saves us a lot of money on gas, but more important, it’s a 
better vehicle than our bus for seniors who depend on the van 
to transport them to medical appointments and grocery shop- 
ping,” says Linnehan. “Our seniors rave about the new van.” 

She added that the Transit is lower to the ground than the 
bigger bus, so it’s more like getting into and out of a car. Lin- 
nehan says the center’s previous van driver recommended 
that they consider buying a Transit just before 
he retired. 

“This van is excellent; we’re not disap- 
pointed,” says Coté who has served as Friends 
president for eight years. “It’s so much better 
than our old bus.” Coté says the late Paulene 
Paquette, former vice president of Friends, left 
a substantial gift of $20,000 to the Friends in 
her will. 

“When Paulene died, we put her donation, 
plus an additional $3,000 raised by Friends, 
toward the purchase of the van. Without her 
generosity, we couldn’t have bought this van

and donated it to the center. That’s why Friends decided to 
honor Paulene by putting her name on both of the van’s rear 
side panels,” he added. 

Walter Dixon, who lives at the Danahy Schoolhouse for 
seniors in North Agawam, uses the van three to four times a 
week. He said the new van is perfect for him. 

“Tt’s much easier and more pleasant for me. I didn’t like 
the bigger bus. It was difficult to get in and out of every time 
I used it.” 

Driver David Marszalek, said Dixon’s comments echo 
what other seniors tell him about the van. 

“They love it and I love it. They like it because it’s so 
much quieter and smoother riding. I like it because it’s more 
responsive as well as simpler to park,” he said.

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Showing cars for cause, camaraderie in Agawam

( ) ars from various eras — “30s and ‘40s 
custom street rods, ‘50s and ‘60s se- 
dans, ‘60s and *70s performance cars 

— roll in one by one. As rock and roll music 

plays, drivers park their cars, pop the hoods, 

and pull out folding chairs. It’s “cruise night” 
in Agawam. 

While summer is fading fast, there are 
still a few weeks left for this warm-weather 
ritual organized by the Valley Cruisers. The 
weekly Friday evening event draws cars and 
trucks of nearly every make from May un- 
til September to the parking lot at Dave’s 
Soda & Pet Food City. More than a dozen 
car cruises are held in the area, but this is the 
only one in town. 

Founded in Agawam by four vintage car 
lovers 13 years ago as the Pioneer Valley 
Cruisers, there are no entry fees or dues to 
participate or view vehicles. There are also 
no restrictions on what vehicles can be dis- 
played. 

“Everyone’s welcome to enjoy our ca- 
maraderie — no matter what year or type of 
vehicle they’re driving,” said Allan Curran, 
who organizes the weekly cruises and is only 
one of the four founders still involved. 

“We’re a bunch of car lovers who get to- 
gether each week for the fun of showing our 
cars and sharing our love of cars,” explained 
Curran during an early August cruise event. 

The group also takes great pride in con- 
tributing to Springfield’s Ronald McDonald 
House by raising money at each cruise by 
selling tickets for 50/50 raffles and holding 
raffles for car-related items (bottles of car 
wash, tire-care products, scale models) do- 
nated by local businesses. 

Typically, 60 to 70 vintage vehicles fill the 
parking lot between 5 and 8 p.m. But rain 
— or threat of it — reduced the number of 
cruise nights and vehicles this season. Cur- 
ran says if there is enough interest he may 
extend the 2011 cruise season week-to-week 
into October. 

That would be fine with Agawam resident 
Harry Fox. 

“T like coming here,’ he said. “It’s laid 
back and a good place to meet car people. 
It also keeps me in touch with old friends 
whom I don’t see all winter.” 

He’s been with Valley Cruisers since the 
beginning. “We started out at Games & 
Lanes, then went to McDonald’s, and moved 
to Dave’s when construction began on the 
new McDonald’s,” he said. 

Fox regularly arrives driving his 40-year 
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old, candy-apple red 1969 Ford Fairlane Co- 
bra. One of the fastest production cars in its 
heyday, he special-ordered it when he was 
27 years old and loved to race cars. 

These days, though, he’s more comfort- 
able cruising than racing, entering his Cobra 
in about six local car shows each summer. 

“T take it to shows and cruises that raise 
money for good causes,’ added Fox, who 
showed his car at the 4th annual Jamie S. Ri- 
vera Benefit Car Show in late July. 

Rivera was involved with the Valley 
Cruisers until his death at age 33 in 2007. 
The Agawam High School show drew 250 
cars and raised more than $2,500 that was 
divided between Springfield’s Shriners Hos- 
pital for Children and the Connecticut-based 
Racing Against Cancer charity. 

Fox says his car is still much like it was 
when new — right down to the original front 
fender Cobra snake emblems. 

“T was a weekend race warrior. My car 
was abused and used — but never restored,’ 
he said. 

Unlike Fox’s Ford, Roger Gosselin’s *68 
Chevy Camaro was completely restored — 
piece by piece. 

“After I bought it, I had to have it towed 
because most of the parts were in the back 
seat,” he recalled. “I’ve been coming to Val- 
ley Cruisers for about five years. It’s a good 
place for me to gather with friends.” He spent 
nearly a year fabricating parts and rebuilding 
the maroon convertible in his Feeding Hills 
tool shop. 

Kevin Weeks is another regular at the 
cruise night — but his pride and joy is a bit 
older and more unique than either the Co- 
bra or Camaro. The Agawam resident gen- 
erally arrives in his customized white and 
turquoise hot rod. Originally a 1928 Model 
A Ford roadster, the only clue to its humble 
origins is the Ford script on its hubcaps. 

“T got hooked on restoring cars 20 years 
ago,’ he said. “I was only 11. I helped my 
father and grandfather turn a rusted bucket 
into this nice street rod.” 

The weekly cruise is a family event for 
Weeks, his wife, and young son. “It’s a fun 
time for us. We try to come even if I don’t 
show my car because we enjoy it so much 
— especially my son who likes seeing all the 
different cars,” he said. 

Weeks inherited the customized Model A 
from his father and he wants to pass it on to 
his son. 

“T hope coming to the cruise nights will 
kindle his passion for older cars, just like it 
did with me.”

AGAWAM - Although the town suffered 
a setback recently in its quest to become 
designated as a green community, energy 
commission members still have a spotlight 
on green energy initiatives on the local lev- 
el and hope to bring another application to 
the forefront of discussions in the future. 

In a letter sent from the Department of 
Energy Resources (DOER) dated July 12 
to Agawam Mayor Richard A. Cohen, the 
town was alerted to the fact that only three 
out of the five criteria necessary for desig- 
nation as a green community were met in a 
recent application. 

“The Green Communities Division has 
determined that the town meets criteria 
one, two and four with respect to the re- 
quirements for as-of-right siting, expedit- 
ed permitting and adoption of a policy to 
purchase only fuel efficient vehicles,” Meg 
Lusardi, director of the Green Communi- 
ties Division wrote. As a result, those cri- 
teria are considered approved and the town 
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Hopes for green status dimmed, not diminished 


is not required to provide more information 
on them. 

Criteria three, which requires a munici- 
pality to establish an energy use baseline 
for municipal buildings, vehicles, and 
street and traffic lighting and put a plan 
in place for reducing the baseline by 20 
percent within five years of inception, was 
deemed incomplete by the DOER. 

In addition, the town failed to meet crite- 
rion five, which requires all new residential 
construction over 3,000 square feet and all 
new commercial and industrial real estate 
construction to minimize the life-cycle cost 
of the facility by utilizing energy efficien- 
cy, water conservation and other renewable 
or alternative energy technologies. 

“The town sought to meet this criterion 
through local processes rather than adop- 
tion of the Stretch Code,” Lusardi wrote in 
her letter to Cohen. “Agawam’s submission 
provided information regarding a variety 
of clean energy policies and initiatives it is 
implementing as well as an Energy Smart 
Initiative as an alternative.” 

The city council did not adopt the state’s

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Stretch Energy Code by a 5-4 vote last year. 
Their chief complaint was that it would 
only allow interference by government. Al- 
though the code is not currently mandated 
by law, it may be in just a few short years. 

According to Lusardi, the town did not 
provide a sufficient mechanism for requir- 
ing a criterion for new residential and com- 
mercial construction, nor documentation of 
how the alternative would provide a stan- 
dard that reduces life-cycle energy costs in 
new construction. 

“Therefore, the Green Communities D1- 
vision does not approve Agawam’s submis- 
sion for meeting criterion five through lo- 
cal processes,” she wrote. 

Despite that, Agawam Planning and 
Development Director and Energy Com- 
mission Chair Deborah Dachos said she 
hopes to put another application together 
to submit for green community status in 
the future. 

The green communities grant program 
provides up to $10 million annually in 
grants and loans to qualifying communities. 
Grants fund significant energy efficiency 
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initiatives, renewable energy and innova- 
tive projects. To be eligible, communities 
are required to meet five criteria. Currently, 
there are 74 designated green communities 
in the Commonwealth. 

“We want to continue doing educational 
programs and having workshops; basically 
continue along the line that we’ve been 
going,’ she said of the energy commis- 
sion. “We’re hoping to present the stretch 
code back before the council in March.” 
The Agawam Energy Commission is made 
up of Dachos, citizens Jay Berger, Todd 
Bard, Joel Cummings and Howard Safford; 
city councilors James Cichetti, Jill Mes- 
sick and Robert Rossi; Building Inspector 
Dominic Urbinati, Department of Public 
Works Director Christopher Golba, and 
Building Maintenance Director Anthony 
Albro, who designated Roger Kupec as an 
alternate member. The commission meets 
the first Wednesday of the month at 10 a.m. 
at Agawam Department of Public Works.

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his question came from Patrick who 
gardens in Monson: “All was fine 
in my garden a few days ago, but 
when I visited yesterday I was surprised to 
see that the leaves of my zucchini and win- 
ter squash plants had turned a chalky white 
color. Do you know what this is and what 
could have caused it?” 

You are describing powdery mildew, a 
plant disease caused by fungi. Different 
Strains can affect a number of plants, with 
members of the cucurbit family (squash, 
pumpkins, cucumbers, etc.) being most 
susceptible. In severe infestations, leaves 
covered in powdery mildew will eventual- 
ly yellow and die. As a result the fruit will 
likely have less flavor and the harvest will 
be reduced. Eventually the entire plant 
may succumb to the disease. 

Since you noticed this problem just yes- 
terday, there are a few things you can try 
to prevent the fungus from running ram- 
pant. First, spray down the leaves with wa- 
ter to knock off the spores. Future spores 
will have a hard time germinating on wet 
surfaces. This idea will seem reverse to 
most gardeners, who are used to keeping 
leaf surfaces dry to prevent plant diseases. 
You can also apply least-toxic fungicides. 
Neem oil, horticultural oil and wettable 
sulfur are all options that you can research.

Note: Never spray horticultural oil or 
sulfur to drought stressed plants or when 
temps are over ninety degrees or within 
two weeks of one another.

Although they are called “‘fall-bearing,” 
how you prune your raspberries deter- 
mines whether they produce one crop (in 
the fall) or two crops (summer and fall) per

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year. Experts say that the total yield will 
be more with one main crop. To achieve 
this prune your plants to the ground in late 
winter or early spring. New canes will 
grow throughout the summer and fruit will 
be produced on the tips come late summer/ 
early autumn. 

If you want to try for both a summer and 
an autumn crop, leave the canes that fruit- 
ed this fall in place next spring. Just prune 
their tips off. Side shoots will form and 
a summer crop will be produced on these 
canes. After they have borne fruit they are 
expended and should be cut back to the 
ground. While this is happening, new 
canes are growing to produce the fall crop 
as explained above. Reportedly, the fall 
crop will be two weeks later in a two crop 
plan versus a one crop plan. If an early 
frost threatens your fall harvest, prune for 
a single crop instead.

Linnehan said she hasn’t added up all 
the figures yet, but anticipates the new van 
will result in fuel savings of 80 percent. The 
Transit averages a fuel-sipping 30 miles- 
per-gallon of gas, compared to the gas-guz- 
zling 5 miles per gallon of the Center’s 2000 
Econoline 350 bus. 

The Transit — which seats five including 
the driver — is more economical for short 
trips than the older bus — especially for just 
one or two people. Linnehan said it’s not as 
difficult to load and store wheelchairs, walk- 
ers, and groceries in the van because of its 
wide rear doors and dual side sliding doors. 

“The bus seats 14 people, so we still use 
it with large groups. Most days, it just stays 
parked in the back lot. It’s pretty worn. It 
rattles and needs some repairs after 1 l years 
of wear and tear. The bus is not good to use 
in the summer, either, because the air con- 
ditioning needs to be recharged,” said Lin- 
nehan.

A replacement bus will be needed at some 
point but it will cost $60,000 or more — near- 
ly triple the price of the Transit. Linnehan 
said a new bus also will require a handicap 
lift, additional seatbelts, and other modifica- 
tions to comply with regulations. 

The van runs by appointment Monday 
through Thursday mornings. Coté — who 
uses the Transit to deliver the COA’s news- 
letter to various locations around town on 
some Fridays, said he is already thinking 
about planning fundraising events to buy a 
new bus. 

The Agawam dealer where the Transit was 
purchased sold it at a discounted price. An- 
other town business, Moren Signs, provided 
the lettering on the van at no cost. 

“This is the perfect vehicle for us,” says 
Coté. “It’s hard to believe that we have had 
the van one year already.”

veys wastewater to Bondi’s Island for treat- 
ment — on March 18. Regular wastewater 
flow was restored by March 23. 

During the course of the initial investi- 
gation, officials discovered an abandoned 
backhoe at the scene. 

According to the press release from the 
district attorney, when O’Malley left the 
excavator, it “partially sank and became 
stuck in the mud, created by the break, with- 
out alerting anyone to the damage he had 
caused.” 

Just removing the excavator took a whole 
day in order to prevent further damage to 
the site, said Agawam Department of Public 
Works Director Christopher Golba. 

While the town was responsible for the 
payment of the contractors’ bills to clean the 
site, Mayor Richard A. Cohen said he would 
seek reimbursement. 

“The town of Agawam is a victim in this 
matter,” he said. “We will be taking aggres- 
sive action to get full restitution. My biggest 
concern is that I protect the taxpayers.” 


The amount incurred by the town to date 
is $130,065.41, Cohen said. 

O’Malley will be summoned to Hamp- 
den County Superior Court for arraignment. 
Additional information was not available at 
presstime.

Protect your home from creditors 


REGION -— Area town clerks have recently 
pointed out that there were some fairly sig- 
nificant changes to the Massachusetts Home- 
stead Protection Act that went into effect on 
March 16, which few still fully understand. 

Specifically, town clerks are no longer in- 
volved in the program’s paperwork shuffle. 
It is all being handled through the state’s 
Registry of Deeds offices now. 

Did you know that many refinanced 
mortgages in the past several years remove 
Homestead rights from you? That’s one 
good reason why you potentially need to re- 
apply for a new declaration. 

The revamped law gives added protections 
to homeowners or trustees. The previous law 
did not protect homes unless a formal decla- 
ration of homestead was filed, at which time,

mortgage holders would receive $500,000 in 
equity protection. 

The revisions now automatically protect 
homeowners up to $125,000 with no record 
filing needed (even if they refinance). That 
protects all homeowners with mortgages 
from certain creditors, such as attachment, 
seizure, execution on judgment, levy or sale 
for payment of debts. Another new clause 
in the law that does require a filing with 
the state allows homeowners to claim up to 
$500,000 in equity protection. A signed and 
notarized form must be filled out for that 
level of added safety at a cost of $35.

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Sapelli a ‘good’ choice for superintendent 


Hometown boy takes helm

AGAWAM - Sitting behind the desk in the district office, 
Agawam Public Schools Interim Superintendent William P. 
Sapelli looks relaxed, tan, and comfortable — just like he 
belongs there. Of course the school year has yet to officially 
start, but after 34 years of working in the district, the last 
nine of which have been spent as assistant superintendent, 
Sapelli should look like he belongs there. A lifelong Aga- 
wam resident and a graduate of Agawam 
High School, he has a jumpstart on the 
job’s learning curve. 

“For somebody new coming into this 
position, it would take a couple of years 
just to get to know the town, the teachers, 
the administrators, and the community. 
I already know everyone, and having 
worked alongside Mary [Czajkowski] 
for the last nine years, I’ve been a part of 
a lot of the initiatives. I’m already famil- 
lar with where we’re moving as a district, 
what we’re dong well, and what we need 
to work on,’ said Sapelli. 

As Dr. Mary A. Czajkowski leaves 
Agawam to become the Barnstable 
Public Schools Superintendent, Sapelli 
has been appointed the interim superin- 
tendent effective Aug. 29. Based on his 
performance, the School Committee will 
evaluate the position in January 2012 and 
determine whether they will conduct a 
search for a new superintendent (typically a six-month pro- 
cess) or offer Sapelli the position permanently. 

“Tm hoping they’ll like what they see and offer me the 
position. I think I can do some good,” he said. 

Sapelli’s resume is a testament to “doing good” for the 
Agawam Public Schools. After obtaining his undergraduate 
degree in business economics from St. Anselm’s College, 
Sapelli worked for his father’s construction company.

“Cliff Kibbe was the athletic director at the high school 
and he called me to say they needed an assistant hockey 
coach. I said, ‘Sure.’ So, he suggested I do some substitute 
teaching. The next year, the head-coaching job opened up, 
and I took it. 

“Then, in 1978, a temporary eighth-grade social stud- 
ies teaching position became available and I put in for that. 
When that was up, a science job opened up so I applied for 
that and got it. I taught eighth grade science at the junior high 
for six years until the middle school principal resigned and 
Ralph Zavarella took over. Ralph had encouraged me before 
that to go back to school and get my master’s,” said Sapelli. 

He took Zavarella’s words to heart and earned his master’s 
from American International College. As luck 
would have it, when Zavarella became prin- 
cipal he hired Sapelli as the middle school’s 
assistant principal in 1985. 

From there Sapelli worked his way up to 
becoming the principal for Robinson Park 
School in 1990, and when Czajkowski came 
on as the district’s superintendent in 2002, 
Sapelli applied for the assistant superinten- 
dent’s position. 

“I can honestly say I know this district 
from the top to the bottom,” said Sapelli. 

While going through his career in Aga- 
wam, Sapelli continued to live in town and 
raised two children, Michael and Laura, now 
22 and 20 years-old, respectively, who gradu- 
ated from Agawam High School and still live 
in town. Sapelli’s three brothers and two sis- 
ters are also still in Western Massachusetts.

SHELBURNE FALLS -— Sunny skies and 
mild temperatures greeted the runners as 
they prepared for the 32nd annual Bridge of 
Flowers Classic 1OK Road Race. 

Unlike the last two years, when it was a 
bit chilly at the outset, it was as pleasant a 
morning as one could have wished. Runners 
and spectators have been making their way 
to this tiny and it is now considered one of 
the more important road races in the North- 
east. With 800-900 taking part in the 10K 
Classic and the Nathan Hale 3K, that point 
was made eminently clear. 

Once again, founder/director Mike Mc- 
Cusker and his crew showed how hospitable 
Shelburne Falls can be. He founded the race 
and designed the course in 1979 and over 
the years there have some changes. But one 
thing that remains the same is Crittenden 
Hill, which at its steepest point has the same 
grade as the steepest part of Mt. Washington, 
the biggest mountain in the Northeast. Crit- 
tenden Hill played a major role in determin- 


ing this year’s winner of the men’s division. 

Seven runners from Agawam and Feed- 
ing Hills took part in the 10K race. Mi- 
chael Lescarbeau finished 55th in a time of 
41 minutes, 40 seconds, Kyle Parzich was 
86th at 44:26, Rachel Dionne came in 110th 
at 46:15, Patty Korney came in 370th at 
1:02:12, Stacey Crerar was 38 1st at 1:02:51, 
Amy Cote came in 391st at 1:03:22, Richard 
Osgood was 467th at 1:09:59 and Dan Jam- 
roz finished 503rd. 

In the 3K, 10-year-old Jason Beaver 
placed second overall and first in the 8-10 
boys division with a time of 12:02, while 
his sister, 8-year-old Kimberly came in 12th 
overall and first in the girls 8-10 division 
with a time of 14:33. Patrricia Dionne came 
in 59th at 19:38 and Jamrosz came in 122nd 
overall at 34:03 

Last year’s champion, Brian Harvey, of 
Allston, broke free from a five-man pack just 
as the climb of the hill began. By the time he 
reached the crest, his lead over second-place 
finisher Justin Freeman, of New Hampton, 
N.H., was 19 seconds. Over the rest of the 
race, he kept up that margin and then pulled

seconds ahead of Freeman, who crossed the 
finish line in 32:06. His time was 22 seconds 
faster than his winning time of a year ago. It 
was a battle for third as Nate Jenkins, of An- 
dover, came in at 32.46, three seconds ahead 
of Bryan Morseman, of Addison, N.Y. Jared 
Markowitz, of Cambridge, rounded out the 
top five with a time of 33:05.

She and her 
husband ran it together until he died in 
1946. She was also the treasurer of the 
Negro Leagues. 

The Hall also honors women in base- 
ball through the years, as well as stars of 
the Negro Leagues and the Latin contri- 
bution to the game. In all there are 295 
members who have their plaques in the 
Gallery. When you count how many play-

HOLYOKE - Holyoke High School’s 
football field is usually flooded with mus- 
cular high school players in August as they 
get ready for the fall football season, which 
kicks off in early September.
